Recently some truckers have 
shown a preference for heavier 
units powered by diesel engines.

Brazil’s Carriers 


Busy on Highways 





Move 32,721,985 Passengers 
Over Federal Highways 
For the Year 1955 





Brazil’s carriers transported 
32,721,985 passengers on Federal 
highways for the year 1955, ae. 
cording to figures recently pub- 
lished by the Brazilian National 
Department of Highways. 

There are at present in Brazil 
some 156 Government licensed 
carriers who operate 255 lines on 
the highways under the supervi- 
sion of the Federal Government, 
The routes covered by these lines 
amount to 26,120 miles. Local and 
suburban transportation com 
panies are not included. 

The Over-All Picture 

Figures of the National Insti- 
tute of Geography and Statisties 
do, however, include municipal 
and inter-urban transportation 
companies in their totals, so that 
a better over-all picture may be 
obtained of the growth of high 
way use in Brazil. These data 
are slower in being organized be 
cause of the difficulty in obtain 
ing them and cover the period 
only from 1940 to 1950. 

Between 1940 and 1950 the 
number of all carriers through 
out Brazil jumped from 1,784 to 
2,301. Their routes were extended 
from 79,561 to 233,281 miles, or 
almost trebled within the decade. 

Vehicles in Use 

The number of vehicles em- 
ployed by the carriers more than 
doubled, rising from 6,951 to 
13,486. This is an impressive in- 
crease because it should be re- 
called that the years under survey 
include the period of World War 
II and that omnibusses and other 
public-carrying vehicles in Brazil 
had to be imported at that time.

As With the United States, 
Two Systems Are Result 
of Geographical Size 


There are many points of con- | 
tact between the Republic of the | 


United States of Brazil and the 
Republic of the United States 
of America. Their very official 
names tell this. 

The Brazilian Constitution, 
when the Republic was _ pro- 
claimed on November 15, 1889, as 
a surprise to the Emperor Dom 
Pedro II, whose first reaction was 
that he was dealing merely with 
labor unrest, was approved in 
1891. The Constitution was based, 
as a whole, on the North Ameri- 
can Constitution, and _ Brazil 
adopted the same federal form 
of government, dividing the na- 
tion into twenty-one states, some 
of which are greater in size than 
France, Germany and Italy com- 
bined. 


Two Apparent Facts 

As a result, two facts are al- 
ready apparent. One is the ex- 
tent of the territory of Brazil and 
the other, the difficulties in ad- 
ministering this territory effi- 
ciently owing to the lack of di- 
rect communications. 

The population of Brazil is at 
present over sixty million. Terri- 
torially, it is fourth in size on the 
globe. A comparison of these two 
elements makes it easy to verify 


that Brazil can easily support a | 


population of between five hun- 
dred and seven hundred million 
inhabitants, thus giving it the 
possibility of having the world’s 
largest population. 


Space Not Lacking 
The day will surely come when 
this will be so. The most favorable 
factor is that space is not lacking 
in Brazil, a phenomenon pre- 


tisely opposite to that which ex- | 


ists on the continent of Europe. 
With these primary questions 
disposed of, it is now possible to 
focus attention on the interesting 
aspect of Brazil’s governmental 
organization. It should be espe- 
tially interesting to North Ameri- 
cans since it will concern the or-

Very Close to U.S. 
In this regard as in sO many 
|others, Brazil is very close to the 
United States because she also 
|/maintains two judiciary systems, 
‘that of the state and that of the 
| federal government. The officers 
|of the two systems are each in an 
‘independent judiciary. 
| Each state has its own judicial 
| system. In order to become an offi- 
cer of the court, that is a member 
|of the legal system, the candidate 
| must be a law graduate and prove 
|his capabilities by oral and writ- 
lten examinations before the 
state’s highest legal officers. Suc- 
‘cessful candidates are arranged 
lin a list and the governor of the 
| state may select from among the 
three highest candidates. 


Politics Absent Here 

This means that politics are ab- 
'sent both in giving the examina- 
tions and posting the results. The 
‘tribunal is the sole judge in nam- 
ing the successful candidates. But 
personal preference can influence 
the selection of one of the three 
successful candidates by the gov- 
ernor of the state. 

In Brazil judges are not elected 
by the popular ballot because 
there is a judicial proverb which 
isays “when politics enter, justice 
leaves.” To Brazilians politics and 
| justice are irreconcilable foes. 
| 





Exam Subjects 
The subjects in the examination 
are chiefly the basic statutes of 
| the civil, commercial, criminal and 
| constitutional codes, as well as the 
| various procedural codes involved. 
|In Brazil the procedural codes are 
|Federal, which means that they 


are uniform for all the states. 


| Thus, a lawyer from the State 
| of Amazonas, for example, will be 
jable to practice in the State of 
| Sao Paulo without having to study 
the legal system because it is the 
same. However, there are very 
few exceptions, largely in the 
realm of the time allowed for cer- 
tain actions and procedural acts, 
including the time permitted dur- 
|ing which a litigant may have re- 
course to the upper courts. 


How Differences Grew 
These differences may be ex- 
munication and the distances in- 
volved in reaching the parties who 
may be interested in the pleadings. 
The exceptions, therefore, are 
agreed to be reasonable and un- 
derstandable. 


Rank 

The first post in the magistracy 
is that of substitute judge, then 
judge of the law, and lastly, chief 
judge. The difference between the 
substitute judge and judge of the 
law is that the former decides cer- 
tain petty actions while the latter 
adjudicates others which are 
above the maximum in both money 
sums and actions 
peace allotted to the other judge. 
The money limits are fixed by 
statute. 

Divisions 

The courts themselves are di- 
vided into civil and criminal parts. 
The civil courts consider all com-

Iguacu National Park 

Once inside the National Park 
itself, the tourist notices at once 
that nature has given him the 
opportunity to enjoy one of her 
rare treasures. How remarkable 
is the geological formation around 
him! How ancient it appears! On 
inquiry he is told that here is evi- 
dence of nature’s work at the end 
of the Triassic Period, over 
150,000,000 years ago, the geolo- 
gists estimate! 

Here are perfect evidences of 
the solidification of the magma or 
the mixed mineral and organic 
matter in the fissures of the earth.

Two Questions 

Two questions are of paramount 
importance in relation to the un- 
stable peace in that troubled re- 
'gion of the globe. The first is the 
situation brought about by the 
‘forcible seizure of the Suez Canal 
‘and the other is the relations be- 
tween the State of Israel and her 
|Arab neighbors. Since the Middle 
| Eastern problems are going to be 
discussed during the eleventh ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, it 
| would perhaps prove of great rele- 
|vance if the United Nations were 
| to approve certain directives that 
|might serve as a basis for discus- 
sions on these two outstanding is- 
sues. On the question of the Canal, 
we already have a number of gen- 
eral principles that have been ac- 
‘cepted by all the parties con- 
cerned. 

On behalf of the Delegation of 
Brazil, I want to stress that we 
will favor a solution to that prob- 
‘lem that takes into account the 
legitimate interests of the users 
‘of that international waterway 
but that would in no way impinge 
upon the sovereignty of Egypt. 
We also would like to emphasize 
once again that we could, under 
no circumstances, condone any ac- 
‘tion from any quarter that would 
bar the right of free passage 
through the Canal to any country 
for any reason whatsoever. 


Principles Offered 
The bases for a lasting settle- 


ment of the state of belligerency 
that has been prevailing since the 
days of the Armistice Agreement 
between Israel and the Arab coun- 
tries are more difficult to envisage 
and to formulate. A few princi- 
ples, however, govern our atti- 
tude and, in our opinion, should 
/be generally accepted. 

| First, Israel is a sovereign
